White House Believes | 
That American Public 
Does Not Realize Prop- 
erty Rights Issue. 


Washington, January 21.—(/)— 
The Robinson resolution proposing ar- 
bitration of the oil and land contro- 
versy with Mexico was approved tvo- 
day by the senate foreign relations 
committee by a 13-to-3 vote. 

This was the main development of 
the day at the capitol in the Mexican- 
Nicaraguan situation although at the 
white house it was reiterated that 
President Coolidge believes the Ameri- 
can people do not understand the ques- 
tion at issue. Small collatoral issues, 
in his opinion, have confused the pub- 
lic mind and obscured the greater one. 

It was made clear on behalf of Pres- 
ident Coolidge that in lending a favor- 
able ear to the suggestion of arbitra- 
tion there never had been any ques- 
tion in his mind as to, the necesgity | 


~ 


of affording full protection to Ameri- 
can property rights. 
Resolution Amended. 
The Robinson resolution, before re- 
ceiving the committee’s approval, was 


amended to give emphasis to the 
' duty of the government to guarantee 
ly such protection. Sponsvured by Sena- 
tor Robinson, the democratic leader, 
it was acted upon favorably after an- 
nouncement at Mexico City that the 
Calles government approved the prin- 
ciple of arbiration. 

Secretary Kellogg has announced 
that he would welcome an expression 
from the senate on the subject and 
also that he had been endeavoring to 
apply the principle to an adjustment 
of the dispute with Mexico. So far, 
there have been no indications, how- 
ever, that a move toward arbitration 
has been initiated by either the Wash- 
ington or Mexican government.

Pastor Declares Victim 
Had Threatened Him 
and Claims He Shot in 
Self Defense. 


Courtroom, Austin, Texas, January 
21.—(/)—After Dr. J. Frank Norris, 
fundamentalist Baptist pastor had 
told his story of the killing of D. E. 
Chipps in the pastor’s office last July 
17, the defense rested in the Norris 
murder trial here today. 

Defense witnesses have occupied five 
and a half days in presenting to the 
jury Norris’ evidence on his plea of 
self-defense. 

The state promptly began its re- 
buttal at 3:30 p. m., its first re- 


buttal witness being Dr. Clarence E. 


Wisecup, a dentist of Thorndale, Tex., 
who corroborated a part of Mrs. Roxie 
Parker's testimony. Mrs. Parker was 
the state’s star witness. 

A preacher's tears mingled with the 
recital” rk 
ended the defense case with his per- 
sonal story of the tragedy that oc- 
curred in his office last July, when 
Chipps went there to protest against 
Norris’ attacks on Mayor H. C. 
Meacham, of Fort Worth. 

During his narrativ€ of the actual 
killing, Norris wept and was under 
such apparent emotion he told his 
story with difficulty. 

He testified he shot Chipps because 
he believed Chipps was about to kill 
him. He described how Chipps came 
to the office in an angry mood after 
he had telephoned he was coming up 


to kill him. 

He shot, he said, only after Chipps 
had wheeled about and was coming at 
him with his hand on his hip pocket. 

The pastor held a handkerchief to 
his face at times. He had a cough 
and his voice at times was husky. The 
packed courtroom was tense during the 
recital. 

State to Close Today. 

The state probably will close tomor- 
row. but the attorneys do not expect 
to start arguments until Monday. 
There is a possibility of lengthy legal 
debate over instructions to the jury 
on “apparent danger” and similar 
points raised in the trial. 

The state's opening rebuttal wit- 
ness, Dr. Wisecup, a dentist of Thorn- 
dale. Texas, formerly of Taylor, 
Texas. said he was on his way home 
from Denver and had stopped in Fort 
Worth on July 17, last. He was in 
front of the Searchlight office when 
he learned of the killing of Chipps. He 
had gone there because he was inter- 
ested in meeting the broadcaster of 
the Fort Worth Star-Telegram adio 
station. He started from his hotel to 
the newspaper and on the way saw 
the broadcasting towers on Norris’ 
church and thought it was the radio 
office he was in search of. 

Near the church he saw a woman 
cross the street.

Although clemency was recommen4d- 
ed by the state prison commission for 
James A. Swain, sentenced to be ex- 
ecuted on January 28, Governor Clif- 
ford Walker Friday, declined to com- 
mute the death sentence to life im- 
prisonment. 

Swain was convicted of killing 
Walter Johnson, Macon mechanic. 

The governor previously had de- 
clined to commute the sentencebut re- 
opened the case out of courtesy to the 
lawyers and tipon the recommendation | 
of the state prisson commission, ae 
said Friday. 

In its recommendation the commis- 
sion cited letters from the trial judge 
in the case and from physicians who 
examined Swain in whieh it was stated |

The governor also is considerifig & 
plea for clemency filed by attorneys 
for Marshall Reed, convicted in Walk- 
er county on a charge of .killing a 
deputy sheriff. The date of execution 
in his case is Friday, January 28, the 
same as Swain’s case. 

The governor announced Friday he 
had reached no decision in Reed’s 
case. s F 

Governor Walker several weeks ago 
passed on Swain’s case and refused to 


commute his sentence but granted him 


a respite of 30 days. Since then 
counsel for Swain appeared before the 
state prison commission and secured 
a recommendation from that body for 


commutation on the ground that Swain 
was not in his right mind at the time 
of the killing. 

The state held that Swain killed 
Johnson following a quarrel over the 
former's wife, following whiéh he weft 
home, fired on his wife and mother- 
in-law and was preparing to shoot him- 
self when arrested. * : 

Governor Walker, in a formal state- 
ment, said he found no reason for in- | 
terfering with the verdict of the court. 

The statement follews: 

“As a courtesy te counsel and: to 
the prison commission I have given 
careful consideration to the case. I 
find no satisfactory reasor to change | 
the original conclusion and again de- | 
cline to interfere with the judgment | 
of the courts.”

Consolidation of higher institutions 
of learning was urged Friday night by 
Dr. M. L. Brittain, president of Geor- 
gia Tech, as the sole solution to rais- 
ing standards of universities and col- 
leges in Georgia. He deelared that 
curbing the “weak and spineless” pol- 
i¢y of permitting a’ multiplicity of 
colleges is one of the outstanding ed- 
ucational needs of the state: today, 

Surveying the state educational sys- 
tem as a whole in an address to the 
Georgia Association of Colleges, which 
opened its eleventh annual session Fri- 
day night at the Henry Grady hotel, 
Dr. Brittain also called attention to 
the fact that Georgia stands fifth in 
the list of states in percentage of il- 
literacy. He placed a large part of 
the responsibility of -bettering these 
conditions on the colleges. a 


“During the last three or four 
years,” he said, “we have seen some- 
what. more libertlity to our state col- 
leges iby the legislature. ©‘ This has 
been counterbalanced, however, by tak- 
ing much of it for work of less than 
college grade and a weak and spire- 
less policy’ with regard to the multi- 
plication of new institutions.

Washington, January 21.—Economy 
will kill the national defense, Sena- 
tor Hale, Maine, republican, today 
warned the senate in urging adoption 
of the navy appropriation bill, which 
includes increaséd funds for three ad- 
ditional cruisers and more. aircraft. 

Ip taking a definite stand for a 
larger navy, Senator Hale bolted from 
the administration ranks and directly 
opposed President Coolidge and _ the 
budget bureau, who advocate postpqne- 
ment on construction of the additional 
cruisers. 

“The budget bureau cannot run the 
army and navy,” Hale declared, “and 


any further economies can only be}. 


brought about by a decrease of our 
military strength.” 
Insyrance Policies. 

The army and havy are the insur- 
ance policies of the nation, he told 
the senate. 

“Anyone ¢an economize by cut- 
ting down on his insurance, but we 
have no sympathy with the man who 
has followed this course when calamity 
comes and he is wiped out.” 

Hale also opposed the president 
when he declared that the time was 
not ripe for another limitations of 
arms conference such as advocated by 
Coolidge. 

“Within a few years we must neces-

| POSSIBLE ARBITRATION 
CENTER OF INTEREST. 

Mexico City, January 21.—(4)— 
With public interest centered on pos- 
sible arbitration of differences between 
Mexico and the United States over the 
new oil and land laws, a new angle 


was added to the situation today when 
all foreign land owners in Mexico be- 
came theoretically Mexican citizens as 
far as questions concerning their prop- 
erty is concerned. 

Today the time expired for foreign- 
ers to register a declaration of their 
land ownership to the municipal au- 
thorities in accordance with -article 
17 of the -Mexiecan constitution and 
the alien land law enacted under it. 


The law has b.:n in effect one year 
but @ period of grace expiring today | 
was granted to foreigners to file their 
declaration. The law enacts a con- 
stitutional article which permits only 
native bo.n Mexicans to. own land in 
Mexico, but gives the Mexican govern- 
ment power to grant property rights to 
foreigners who renounce the right of 
appeal to their home governments in 

case of disputes. 
Right of Appeal Lost. 


It is understood that registration un- 
der the law will be construed by the 
Mexican government as acceptance of 
its provisio. . including the renunci- 
ation of the right of appeal, and that 
failure to register also automatically 
removes the right of appeal. Thus, 
pending future court decisions or gov- 
ernment decrees, the right of appeal 
seems to be lost in either case . 

The extent to which foreigners filed 
declarations throughout the country 
is not known «...d it may be some time 
before the reports will be ’ > bulated. 

Best-informed foreign observers in 
Mexico City and government circles 
themselves do not expect*any immedi- 
ate developments under the new law. 
From time to time in the future,"as 
faints may develep, it 
is expected that law. suits or govern- 
ment orders will meet each particular 
case and will demonstrate just what 
practical outcome the new law will 
have, 

Under another law, which also went 
into effect today, foreigners are for- 
bidden to direct ownership of land 
within 50 kilometers of the Mexican 
coast and 100 kilometers of the inland 
borders, 


PEAK PASSED __ 
IN REBELLION. 

Mexico City, January 21.—(@)— 

Adalberto Tejeda, minister of interior, 
is quoted by the newspaper Excelsior 
as declaring that the “Catholic rebel- 
lion” has passed its peak. . 
The Catholic clergy, he said, made 
a fundamenial mistake in attempting 
to organize such a moyement. The 
uprisings now being put down by the 
federal troops were the maximum ef- 
forts of which the clergy were capable, 
he added. 

The political and social defeat of 
the clergy was long ago attained: logi- 
cally, the armed rebellion was due te 
failure. However. if the army had 
not controlied the situation and the 
revolution, instead of being stamped 
out had gained in vigor, the world 
would have witnessed all the revolu- 
tionary forces rusn forth to the sup- 
pert of the government. 

Evidence of this, the minister said, 
was seen Mm numerous demonstrations 
by the peasants, workers and liberal 
elements on behalf of President Calles 
throughout-the country, 


COURTS GRANT 
OIL WRITS. 

Mexico City, January 21.—()— 
Tampico dispatches say the distric: 
court has granted provisional writs of 
amparo to the Atlantic, Gulf & ‘7 >st 
Indies, ‘Transcontinental, Mexican,

CALLES TO ACCEPT 
INDIANS’ SURRENDER. 

Mexico City, Jannary 21.—(/)— 
Sonofa is to enjoy another period 6f 
peace, President Calles having decided 
to accept the unconditional surrender 
of therebellious Yaqui Indians in that 
state. He has given orders to incor- 
porate in the Mexican army the Yaqui 
warriors who are unwilling to give 
up their arms. 

General Amaro, minister of war and 
navy, telegraphed General Manzo, mil- 
itary commandant at Sonora, that the 
government will kccept unconditional 
surrender of the tribesmen and afford 
full protection for their lives. 

While Adolfo de la Huerta was pro- 
visional president of Mexico an agree- 
ment was reached with the Yaqui In- 
dians whereby they received monthly 
pay, being considered members of the 
army. This agreement will virtually 
continue in effect, although from now 
on the warriors will be on active serv- 
ice instead of idling in the mountains, 

The Yaqui Indians offered their 
submission to the government after 
many months of warfare, for the most 
| part of the guerilla type. They gave 
up’ the gre because of famine 


in Mexico City |. 


EXPELLED BISHOP 
ARRIVES IN GUATEMALA. 

Guatemala City, Guatemala, Jan- 
uary 21.—(/)—RBishop Pascual Diaz, | 
of Tabasco, expelled from Mexico, has! 
arrived in Guatemala City and is em- 
phatic in his declaration that the Mex- 
ican clergy is not taking part in revo- 
lutionary activity. 

The bishop, who was secretary of 
the Mexican Catholic episcopate, 
which has been charged by the gov- 
ernment with instigating rebellion, 
accepted his expulsion ‘ “with Christian 
and patriotic resignation.” 

“There is no doubt that a state of 
rebellion exists among the Mexican 
people in defense of their freedom of 
conscience,” he declared, “for to with- 
hold ftifis freedom lays he country 
open to slipping backward. But, as 
bishop and citizen, I reprove revolu- 
tion, whatever its cause. 


Bishop Diaz said he was a Mexican, 
born in Guadalajara. He expects to 
zo to Havana and thence to the Uuit- 
ed States, perhaps Chicago. 


MEXICAN BASE 
IS CHANGED. 

Managua, Nicaragua, January 21. 
(?)—Guatemala, through its minister 
at Managua, has again offered to me- 
diate with a view to bringing peace 
between the two factions in Nicara- 
gua, the conservatives under President 
Diaz and the liberals under President 
Sacasa. The conservative government 
has refused the suggestion with the 
explanation that Guatemala was used 
as a “revolutionary base by the lib- 
erals and Mexicans.” 

Major General Bartolome Viquez, 
commanding the conservative troops 
near Chinandega and Telica. has ar- 
rived at Managua, and says that with- 
in a few days he will make a concen- 
trated drive “to break the backbone 
of the revolution in the interior.” 

He declared that owing to the pres- 
sure of ‘his army the liberals were 
scattering every day, coming out only 
to steal food and cattle. 


AMERICAN SUPERVISION 
OF ELECTIONS FAVORED. 


pee Cabezas, Nicaragua, January 
21.—(#)—Although declining to ac- 
cept most of the terms for a peaceful 
solution of the Nicaraguan internecine 
warfare suggested by President Adol- 
fo Diaz at Managua, Dr. Juan Sacasa, 
the liberal leader, looks with favor 
upon that portion of the Diaz proposals 
suggesting American supervision of 
the presidential elections of 1928. 

r. Sacasa, stating that he had no 
official knowledge of this part of the 
peace proposals,: said that such a 
plan of supervision would suit him. 
He added, however, that possibly it 


would be better that the supervision | 


be conducted jointly by the United 
States and representatives of the Lat- 
in-American nations signatory of the 
Washington pacts. 

He said that joint supervision would 
be better because it would prevent 
charges of partisanship which might 
be made against the United States in 
case the elections should be unfavor- 
able to the liberal cause which is look- 
ed upon with disfavor by the American 
government. 

“Peace with Diaz as thus far pre- 
sented would be impossible because the 
country repudiates him and from the 
present state of war, anarchy would 
result,’ Dr. Sacasa said. “While I 
have accepted the recent Costa Rican 
mediation offer, Diaz has rejected it. 
In the further desire for an honorable 
peace, I have just accepted the offer 
of the good offices of the Guatemalan 
government received yesterday.’ 

(This latter offer also has been re- 
fused by President Diaz on the ground 
that the liberals have used Guate- 
mala as a base of operations.) 

Dispatches from Managua yester- 
day said that the peace proposals of 
President Diaz had been rejected in 
their entirety by Dr. Sacasa. The 
Diaz proposals included his own re- 
fention in office until 1928 when a 
free election would be held under 
American supervision. It also includ- 
ed an offer of the inclusion of liber- 
als in executive and judicial posts 
and the appointment of a mixed claims 
commission to settle impartially all 
revolutionary. claims.

araguan difficulties. a: 
There is immediate danger, for in- 
flammatory Chinese are clamoring for 
the slaughter of Christians. It was 
feared here that this lust for blood 
could not long be held in check. 
The United States today had 26 
warships in Chinese waters or on the 
' , Seventeen more are be- 
ing held in readiness at Philippine 
island ports ready to rush to the res- 
cue. A total of 6,282 bluejackets are 
available besides 810 marines aboard 
American ships in Chinese waters and 
526 more at other Asiatic ports. 

More Marines Held Ready. 
_ Marines at San Diego are also be- 
ing held in readiness. 

These American forces will limit 
their actions at present to- protection 
of Americans and will not interfere 
with the internal Chinese military and 
political warfare. But this may even- 


tually require more aggressive action 


than is now contemplated. 

American women and children are 
being taken out of the country as 
fast as ships can haul them. The 
entire American population may have 
to be moved before the situation 
quiets, 

Nevertheless, the white house de- 
clared tonight that despite this grave 
situation, the United States -will con- 
tinue its part in the execution of its 
agreements with China. 


Evacuation of endangered Ameri- 
cans 1s going on rapidly. Sixty were 
taken from Foochow, where the anti- 
foreign feeling is running wik, to 
Shanghai, where better protection is 
possible. Sixty-three other Americans 
have arrived at Manila. American 
citizens in the interior were concen- 
trating at Foochow, where they are 
being transported to safer points. 

lf American warships are not able 

to transport all of the refugees, com- 
mercial vessels will be commandeered 
to carry Americans to the Philippines 
or Hawaii. 
Most American women and children 
already have been evacuated from 
Hangkow, Foochow, Amoy and Juil- 
ing.

At Manila preparations have been 
made by Red Cross officials to ac- 
commodate refugees from China pend- 
ing their transportation back to the 
United States. 

The gravity of the situation is re- 
vealed in the sudden orders to Ameri- 
can Minister MacMurray to return 
to Pekin. e has already sailed for 
the United es, having been called 
here to confer with officials regarding 
the American attitude toward aboli- 
tion of extra-territoriality rights. With 
Americans actually in danger of mas- 
sacre, the discussion of abolishjng the 
special foreign courts for foreign na- 
tionals beeomes a theoretical matter 
in the opinion of many here. 

Americans are scattered all through 
China, many of them missionaries at 
isolated points, utterly without pro- 
tection and at the mercy of any in- 
furiated mobs that start after them. 

Chinese soldiers are carrying ban- 
ners which read: “Now is the time to 
kill all Christians.” Feeling which 
has smouldered for years against for- 
eigners in China, inflamed by religious 
hatred, threatens to break loose at 
any thme. : 

Of the 12,000 Americans in China, 
missionaries constitute the largest 
number. ‘There are 1,500 men mis- 
sionaries and £,500\.women, besides 2,- 
100 children. Business representa- 
tives number 1,200 men with 700 
women and 600 children. The profes- 
sional group is composed of 200 men, 
20K) women and 180 children. 

These Americans are distributed as 
follows: Shanghai, 4.000; Tientsin, 
2.000; Hangkow, 1,800; Naking, 1,- 
006; Canton, 800; Hongkong, 500. 
There are about 600 American firms 
doing business in China, about half 
with headquarters at Shanghai. 

American investments in China are 
estimated at $150,000,000, about half 
commercial and half educational and 
religious. 

American trade constitutes about 
20 per cent of China’s imports and 
14 per cent of her exports.

History’s Day Book 


BY SAM W. SMALL 


JANUARY 22. 

This is the anniversary of the day 
a quarter century ago when President 
Roosevelt brought the Panama cana 
schéme out of the mud of speculation 
and stagnation and made its com ple- 
tion sure for the world. 

The French company under de Les- 
seps had sacrificed money, machinery 
and thousands of men’s lives in a vain 
attempt to connect the waters of the 
two great oceans. It went broke and 
de Lesseps was charged with fraudu- 
lent promotion of the enterprise. 

toosevelt had long cherished the 
idea that that canal, the vision of 
Balbao and the dream of Napoleon 
III. should be built. 

He deeméd it a necessity not to be 
postponed after our becoming possess- 
ed of Porto. Rico, Hawaii and the 
Philippines. Whether he had a hid- 
den hand in the proceeding or not, 
when he became president of the 
United States the Panamans took a 
sudden notion to proclaim their inde- 
pendence of Colombia, which country 
owned the territory through which the 
canal was. routed. 

As soon as the Panamans proclaim- 
ed their jerkwater republic it did not 
take three shakes of a sheep's tail for 
Teddy to recognize its independence. 
Negotiations at once began for the 
canal scheme. The rights and physi- 
cal assets of the French company 
were purchased and a treaty with Pan- 
ama signed by Secretary John Hay 
and Bunau Varilla, representing Pan- 
ama, whereby Uncle Sam obtained per- 
petual right to build and control the 
canal. 

Congress appropriated for the work 
and several distinguished engineers as- 
signed to the job went down and so 
balled it up as to raise serious doubts 
whether we Americans would not du- 
plicate the failures of the French. 

An inspiration led to the placing of 
the work in the hands of the engineer 
corps of the army. General George 
W. Goethals, with able assistants, 
such as Gorgas and Gaillard, tackled 
the tremendous undertaking and push- 
ed it to a triumphant success, 

The finest eulogy ever passed upon 
an hero was that written of Goethals 
by some poet unknown to me, who 
said:

bition,

Why Prohibition Fails. 


The prohi®etonists complain that 
the laws against possessing and traf- 
ficking in illicit liquors are not r2- 
spected by enforcement officers in full 
compliance with their oaths and duties 
of office; that they connive with the 
violators and make it easy for them 
to defy the laws; and that some more 
drastic forms of enforcement must be 
invented and operated to make _ prohi- 
bition really effective. 

Every one knows that the prohibi- 
tion laws are obnoxious to millions of 
the peopie; that they believe there is 
no moral terpitude in violating a law 
that itself violatéS the natural per- 
sonal right of an individual to drink 
liquor when he can get it; that in or- 
der to get it the man who wants it 
will patronize the fellow whw has it to 
(sell; and that, therefore, the nation is 
jas lousy with liquor-makers, bootleg- 
gers and rum-runners as Egypt was 
with midget phlébotomists under the 
curse of Moses. 


The prohibition unit of the govern- 
ment boasts periodically of a larger 
number of cases brought to court, of a 
big total of pleas of guilty and convic- 
tions, of thousands of years of ‘penal 
servitude and millions of dollars «of 
fines imposed and collected, and yet 
the plague increases daily and the 
people become more deeply disgusted 
and appalled by the liquor orgy. 


What to Do About It. 


Everywhere the question, “What 
can be done about it?’ is asked. 

In some places one hears it said 
that officials do not honestly and 
earnestly hunt down and prosecute the 
law-breakers. 

When the officers are questioned 
they complain that to eatch the per- 
ambulating or flivver-flying bootleg- 
gers is “love's labor lost,” because 
grand juries refuse to indict them, or 
when they are indicted the _ petty 


juries refuse to convict, because they 
are loth to send a man to a peniten- 
tiary for the mere offense of pedding a 
little hootch to a thirsty fellow mort. 

re can be no doubt that the ex- 
ape are backed by a large volume of 
acts. 


Only recently the country has been 
somewhat shocked by th@-revelation vf 
the large number of pardons that state 
executives have issued to persons con- 
victed of violating liquor laws. 


In several conspicuous cases the ac- 
cused bootleggers have been pardoned 
even before brought to trial and’ con- 
viction, and people have wondered at 
that. But a governor has a perfect 
right to do it. Manv years ago a gov- 
ernor of Louisiana pardoned one of his 
friends charged with a crime “for any 
offense against’ the state committed 
since the day of is birth to the date of 
this pardon,” and the pardon stuck | 


A Mistaken Understanding. 


The understanding ptevails almost 
everywhere that before any one can 
be brought to trial for a crime he 
must first be presented or indicted by 
some grand jury. But that is only 
true when the crime chargéd is a fel- 
ony that invites infamous 
such, for instance, as a term in a pub- 
lic penitentiary. 

In a case appealed many years ago 
from California to the supreme court 
of the United States that court held 
that one charged with a common mis- 
demeanor may be prosecuted: upon a 
mere “information” filed by the proper 
public prosecutor; that the accused in 
such a cae has no constitutional right 
to demand indictment by a grand jury, 
and equally has no right to deman‘] 
trial by a petit jury, unless the con- 
stitution of the state expressly gives 
him that right. 

Now the courts in many jurisdic- 
tions of the country, both federal and 
state, are crowded with prohibition 
cases in which the accused have de- 
manded jury trials. The cause of 
these congestions is that the prohibi- 
tion laws have made their violation a 
felony, punishable by penitentiary 
terms on conviction. 


The remedy that will speed the dis- 
position of liquor cases is to reduve 
the offenses to misdemeanors and give 
the courts the right to try and dis- 
pose of them without resort to grand 
ard petit juries, nae qe 


What Is Really Needed. 


There would come a tadical diminu- 
tion of liquor law violations if con- 
gress would enact the law preposed by 
our Senator Harris to invest federal 
court commissioners with the power to 
immediately try and dispose of such 
cases without being compelled to send 
them on to the district court. 

The people of Georgia, if they really 
want their liquor laws enforced, can 
get what they want in the most ef- 
fective way by making misdemeanors 
of liquor cases and investing local 
magistrates with the power to plenari- 
ly dispose of them by fines or road 
work sentences, ‘ 

If this writer were a member of the 
new general assembly of Georgia he 
certainly would make the fight of his 
life to reform our prohibition criminal 
practice to that end.

. Why should authors of the first 

rank display their powers in de- 

picting abnormal and deep-seated 
mental and moral disturbances? 

One reason is that they frequently 
suffer from these disturbances them- 
selves. Take a concrete’ instance. 
Dostoievsky, one of Russia’s foremost 
novelists, greets his readers with dis- 


mal accounts of hysteria, hallucina- 
tion and incipient or actual madness. 
But we have to remember that he 
was an epileptic, that he excelled in 
passionate and pathetic portrayals of 
defectives, and also that he suffered 
the actual prison experiences which 
he recites in this notable book, “The 


House of the Dead.” 

This kind of literature is not pleas- 
ant reading, but it acts as a tonic for 
the complacent souls who suppose 
everything is well with everybody be- 
cause it happens to be well with them. 
An illuminating realism which should 
have its reaction in broadened sym- 
pathies for all men is to be found in 
che: of whom Dostoieygsky is typ- 
ical. 

Of course the analysis and por- 
trayal of such depressing conditions 
can be overdone, in which case alien- 
ists well understand the mischief en- 
suing in readers liable to emotional 
insanitys They frequently mistake 
the abnormal for the normal—a fact 
which explains not a few appalling 
tragedies in cultivated circles. Yet 
none who desires to know the darker 
possibilities of human nature can af- 
ford to ignore realistie literature of 
the sort you name.

our fair city to know that with all 


the charges that have been hurled $18 


at the board of education, not one iota 
of it would make a good sized patch 
for a crazy quilt that would in any 
manner hit me, for at the time that 
I was elected to the board, in 1923, one 
ef the first things I called the atten- 
tion of the members to’ was the mat- 
ter in question at the present time, 
so that I am not in the least surprised 
at the present status of the matter, 
as much as I regret it. A 
My ‘chief interest in the schools 1s 
to see’to it that our scholars are giv- 
en the best there is in an educational 
line, commensurate with the amount of 
money available for such purpose, but 
I do know that in order to do so, a 
lot of unnecessary frills will have to be 
dispensed with. No child of school 
age should be expected to imbile more 
than a proper amount of what it is 
taught, but it cannot do it, if other 
things of minor importance take the 
place of the necessary hours of study, 
that a child should receive. _ 
But now to the deficit. It has 
been stated that it was an accumula- 
tion of 1926; this is incerrect, as it 
has been aceumulating ever since the 
erection of the Girls’ High school; 
how, then, could the present board 
> held alone accountable for the defi- 
cit. 
Now to the real cause of it all: 
Were there less air castles built and 
propagated, an@ were there more mem- 
bers of the board than there have been 
in the past who will see to it that all 
unnecessary frills are eliminated from 
our school system, then, and not until 
then, will we get lasting good from the 
appropriations given to the educational] 
board to run the schools on.

What sense is there in such 
a procedure? If you are going to 
patrol the schools, let it be at such 
hours as will be of some benefit. To 
my way of thinking, it is more of a 
spy system than a patrol. Up until 
the past few months it has required 
but one set of hands to clean the 
schools; now it requires a day and 
night crew. This. extra crew, together 
with the patrol, costs the taxpayers 
>15,000 or more each year, say noth- 
ing about the wear and tear of the 
automobile, coupled with the expense 
of gas, 


If I have been informed correctly, 
and I believe I have, it costs for elee- 
tricity alone, nearly $45,000 per year. 
To my way of thinking, a large 
amount of this could be saved, if em- 
ployees were interested enough in the 
matter of cutting expenses by seeing to 
it that lights were cut off when not 
in use. You can go to most any 
school”in the city at most any time 
and find lights burning for no cause 
whatever. This should not exist. 
Carelessness in the small things is 
what cause deficits to grow: I'll 
warrant you that $200,000 or close to 
that can be saved, if the system is run 
in the way it should be. 

With all fairness to the board of ed- 
cation, I want to say this:,*If there 
is anything. the city fathers want to 
put over, no matter what the expense, 
it goes, but just as Mure as the schools 
need money to make the schools com- 
fortable for the scholars, there is a 
great hue afd cry set up.” There are 
portables being used today in which 
the tender youth of our city are housed 
during school hours that you wouldn’t 
house a mule in, and yet we adver- 
tise to the extent of a million dollars, 
over a period of three years, telling the 
people of the world what a greet city 
we have. And we have! But the 
citizens have got te get away from 
the thought that it shouldn't cost 
mueh to run the schools as they should 
be run. However, the people will not 
and should not stand for unnecessary 
expenditures. 

In Closing I wish to state again, that 
I feel no condemnation for my aets,

SERUM TREATMENT EXPOSED. 

What is serum treatment? 

We newspaper people have an in- 
curable fondness. for the misuse of 
quasi medical terms, even when we 
know perfectly well that we are mak- 
ing improper use of the terms. Thus 
we still delight to apply the term 
aphasia (which means loss of speech) 
to cases of amnesia (which means 
loss of memory). We have made a 
determined effort to pervert the sig- 
nificance of the term moron so that 
it would serve as a synonym for the 
shop ‘worn term “degenerate,” al- 
though perversion betrays the fact 
that not a few of us newspaper peo- 
ple are morons. In like manner most 
of the wonderful serums you read 
about in the papers are not serums at 
all, but any drug, medicine or chemi- 
cal substance which happens to be ex- 
ploited in the day’s news. 

The late vogue for hypodermic in- 
jections of morphine and scopolamine 
to produce temporary amnesia and 
numbness, under the fascinating name 
of “twilight sleep” became a “serum” 
by the time the story got into the 
Sunday supplement. It sounded more 
wonderful to call it “serum” than it 
does to say it is just a drab hy- 
podermic injection or “shot” of mor- 
phine and seopolamine. Perhaps the 
“serum” suggestion was given out by 
the very efficient press agent. Still, 
he needn't have bothered. It was sure 
to become a “serum” presently, just as 
the late Mister or Monsieur Coue be- 
came first “professor” and about the 


time of his demise “doctor” in the 


generous American press. 

Now let us see what a serum really 
is. The blood consists of a clear of 
straw colored liquid in which swim 
the millions of red corpuscles and 
thousands of white corpuscles (about 
five million of the reds and six or 
seven thousand of the whites in each 
cubic millimeter or one-fiftieth of a 
drop of blood). The clear liquid part 
is the serum. In the serum is dis- 
solved the antidote which enables one 


to win a battle against the poison of | 


diphtheria, if one does win the battle, 
whether one wins unaided or aided by 


medical treatment. 

Just as we eat the flesh of fish, 
fowl or animals, as food which be- 
comes an inherent part of our own 
bodies, so we may utilize the an- 
tidote against, say, diphtheria poison 
in the blood of an animal which has 
enough antidote to spare. 

Science has taught man to grow 
diphtheria germs (as well as many 
other germs) artificially in suitable 
soil, such as blood serum. The poison 
they produce by their growth may 
be separated from the germs by fil- 
tration through unglazed porcelain. A 
minute dose of this poison (called 
toxin) may be injected into the veins 
of an animal, say a healthy young 
horse, and the blood of the animal 


will quickly produce enough antidote 


(called antitoxin) te neutralize the 
poison, though the poison makes the 
horse temporarily sick. By repeating 
the dose at intervals, and gradually 
increasing the quantity given, the 
horse ultimately develops capacity to 
withstand an enormous dose of the 
poison without serious effeet. Then 
some of the, horse’s blood is with- 
drawn, filtered to remove the cor- 
uscles, concentrated, and given by 
the physician, as an antidote against 
diphtheria poison, called antidiphtheri- 
tic serum or antitoxin. © 

There are numerous serums —_ 
pared in a fashion in general like 
that of antidiphtheritic serum, but 
there are also many other biological 
remedies in tise today which are im- 
properly called “serum,” for example 
the remedies employed to immunize 
children or adults against diphtheria, 
typhoid fever, smallpox and thé,rem- 
edies often administered by injection 
to aid in a battle against infection— 
these are commonly called. bacterial 
vaccines, but medically’ they are bac- 
terins. But the nature of these rem- 
edies is another story. - Diphtheria

(I am a Roman citizen), so these sons 
of Latium now say: “I am an Ital- 
ian!” They feel that to be an Italian 
is something to be proud of, some- 
thing in which to glory.

The “charges” against Cobb and 
Speaker of dickering with promoters 
of a third league have been made pub- 
lic before, but, according to reports, 
were denied by both players and sup- 
posedly dropped. Even if true, the 
players’ actions would be no crime. 

However, it is said the evidence was 
strong against them.

TEEL MARKET 


Cleveland, Ohio, January 21.—Iron 
Trade Review says: — 

In point of inquiry, new business 
and shipments finished steel _ still 
shows modest improvement over De- 
cember but the rebound since the holi- 
day and inventory season has not come 
up to expectations. Producers have 


and the resulting sharper competitive 
situation has unsteadied prices. Con- 
cessions of several dollars a ton, com- 
manded by attractive business, have 
become more. general. 

Prices, in fact, dominate the week's 
market developments, Steel bars and 
structural shapes, heretofore held at 
2.00, Pittsburgh, are more easily had 
at 1.90. Plates at 1.90 are none too 
strong. Galvanized and blue annealed 
sheets have surrendered an additional 
$2, now having the general minimum 
of 3.75 and 2.20 respectively but with 
still less having been done; prices in 
other districts have been proportion- 
ately sensitive. Automobile _ sheets 
have weakened $2 to 4.15. Hot strip 
steel makers in the Pittsburgh district 
have dropped several dollars to meet 
competition and have adjusted con- 
tracts. 

Finished steel production this week 
is averaging not much over per 
cent for the entire industry, or fully 
10 per cent below last January, but 
no particularly bad spots have develop- 
ed. A year ago, as now, the automo- 
tive industry was maneuvering for 
lower prices and getting under way 
more slowly than had been anticipated. 
Awards of freight cars thus far in 
January are over 50 per cent greater 
than in last January, and inquiry 1s 
larger. Tin plate, steel pipe, rails and 
track fastening business is at least on 
a parity with this time last year. Con- 
sumers. on the whole appear more in- 
clined to wait out the market than was 
the case last January. : 

By way of contrast pig iron is a 
shade stronger in the Mahoning valley. 
This reflects the decision of Connells- 
ville coke operators not to reduce 
wages at this time, and the conse- 
quent abandonment of hope for a 
downward adjustment in coke prices. 
Some furnaces are asking $19 for 
foundry and malleable iron, or 50 
cents higher. 3 

The first show of real .interest in 
1927 Lake ‘Superior iron ore require- 
ments has come from three steelworks 
and two blast furnace interests who 
have begun negotiating long term con- 
tracts at Cleveland. The combined 
annual ore consumption of these five 
inquiries is about 1,000,000 tons. 

For the seventh consecutive week, 
Iron Trade Review composite of four- 
teen leading iron and steel products 
has registered a loss, due to further 
weakness in sheets and finished steel. 
This index stands at $37.47 this week, 
compared with $37.78 last week and 
$38.46 in the first week of December 
when the present recession began.
